Having already shown this, the Missouri inves.i- 
gation has vindicated its usefulness and served a 
purpose which can be made as far-reaching as the 
spirit of law and justice in the public at large.

PROGRESS OF SCIENCE. 


The uncertainty of medica] science and the cer- 
tainty of medical men were both illustrated at the 
New Orleans meeting of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science. 

Dr. Montague Leverson scouted the whole idea 
of the germ origin of disease. Dr. Stanford Chalie 
replied by saying that a man who failed to accept 
the incontrovertible evidence presented shou!d be in 
an asylum for imbeciles. 

Dr. Challie talks like a stout-hearted man of 
science, who never doubts, but is always cocksure 
that anything proclaimed in the name of science 
must be undeniable. 

And yet the progress of medica] science is marked 
by the wrecks of undeniable facts. “The germ the-

shall be merely a better understanding and employ- 
ment of the processes of nature.

‘But I believe that even now this dis- 
tinguished member of the Court of Ap- 
peals will be generous enough, even 
though he differs from several of his 
fellow members on points of law, to rec- 
ommend executive clemency. This cer- 
tainly would indicate the generosity for 
which he is noted, and would redound 
to the credit of the Court of Appeals, 
as well as to his own credit. 

“It isto be most sincerely hoped that 
even if Patrick is not pardoned his life 
will be spared, and I see no reason, if a 
concerted movement is made on a basis 
of new evidence properly pres:nted, 
why he should not be entitled to a new 
trial and be vindicated in spite of some 
prejudice which still exists.” 

The petition for clemency will be pre- 
sented to Gov. Higgins by Robert C. 
McCormick. It is as follows: 


The Petition. 


“The undersigned, believing that the 
conviction of Albert T. Patrick for mur- 
der is unwarranted by the evidence pre- 
sented at his trial, respectfully ask you 
to exercise clemency, believing in tine 
that the mystery of the case, like that 
of others, will be explained. 

“An inspection of the evidence given in 
his trial convinces us that there is cer- 
tainly reasonable doubt of his guilt, 
chiefly for the following reasons: 

“It was stated by the Coroner who 
made the autopsy immediately § after 
death that the deceased (Rice) died of 
natural causes and old age, and subse- 
quentiy, despite this assertion, which 
was made in the presence of a number 
of people, went upon the witness stund 
and declared that said Rice had Leen 
killed by chloroform. 

“That the subsequent examination of 
the body, which formed the vasis of the 
testimony adverse to Patrick, was made 
after the process of embalming, which 
would effectually destroy all minute 
evidences of death, either from natural 
causes or chloroform. 

“That it was claimed that a ‘cone’ 
containing an amount of ch'oroform had 
been placed over the nose and mouth of 
Rice, and there was a strong doubt tven 
if this was done, that he was alive at 
the time; and that if he were alive and 
this ‘cone’ was left, as was testified to 
by the confessed murderer, Jones, it 
certainly would have fallen from its 
position had the victim been alive. 

“The self-confessed murderer, Jones, 
who turned State's evidence, we beileve 
to have been irresponsible, and it ap- 

ears that he made at least four dif- 
erent confessions of a contradictory 
nature regarding his participation in the 
crime. It is extremely doubtful if he 
Was sane, and we therefore think his 
statement unworthy of, belief. : | 

“For other reasons which clearly cast 
a apy = doubt upon the guilt of A'bert 

. Patrick we respectfully refer you to 
the dissenting opinions of Chief Justice 
Culien and Justice O’Brien of the Court 
of Appeals, which are handed you with 
this document.’”’
